Tax Payments Flood {Sweeping Cuts In 
Office Of Collector} Rail Fares In Effect 


Prospect of only a slight de- 
linquency in San Mateo city taxes 
was seen this week in first install- 
ment receipts reported by Charles 
A. Ginnever, tax collector. Collec- 
tions stood at $83,000, with a “bush- 
el” of mail yet to be opened said 
Ginnever. 

Last year’s delinquency on a to- 
tal of $295,000 in taxes and as- 
sessments was $13,000. Prospects 
this year were for a delinquency of 
about half that of last year, said 
the tax collector. 

Receipts last Monday were $15,- 
000, the largest single day in the 
history of the office. Taxes exclus 
ive of assessments to be collected 
this year are approximately $188, - 
000, witih first installments running 
approximately $100,000.

T THE end of each fiscal 
Ao a merchant or busines 
man usualiy makes a list ol 
his stock of merchandise in order 
to obtain definite information as 
to the actual worth of his busi 
ness. The process is called an in 
ventory of merchandise. The 
thoughtful merchant does not at 
tempt to deceive himself into be 
lieving that all the merchandise 
on his shelves is worth what h 
{ paid for it, and so he culls out the 
worthless stock, marks down 
| whatever is shopworn, and adjusts 
his gains and losses accordingly. 
Thus he commences the new yeal 
with a balance sheet of correct 
values. 
| This question of correct values 
sooner or later confronts all man 
kind; and, like the business man, 


every individual who is eager to! 


advance in the right direction will 
take account of his personal stock 
by making a careful analysis of 


his spiritual, mental, and moral ) 


condition. He will devote himself 
resolutely to the task of eliminat- 


ing whatever is undesirable or de 
structive to health, holiness, and 
success, and seek to replace it with 
that which will bring peace and 
happiness not only to himself but 
to all upon whom his thoughts 
may rest. 

While a business man may take 
stock only once or twice during 
the year, in the textbook of Chris
